Save Many in 
Sea; 19 Dead 


CHRISTIANIA, June {.7.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—Mrs. Richard Bor- 
dewick, widow of the Norwegian-Amer- 
ican painter Bordewick, who once lived 
in the town of Norway, Mich., was 
among a nui.ber of persons, the ma- 
jority of them women and children, 
drowned yesterday when the Norwe- 
gian mail steamer Haakon Jarl was 
sunk in a collision with the steamer 
Kong Harold. Twelve passengers and 
five members of the crew are said to 
have perished. 

The disaster occurred fn the Vestf- 
jord, between the Lofoten islands and 
the Norwegian mainland. The Kong 
Harald aside from her bow being 
slightly stove in was not damaged. On 
board this vessel were 50 members of 
the Chicago Norwegian Male Choir, 
which is touring Norway. 

Work in Rescue. 

The singers worked valiantly in res- 
cuing those ‘thrown into the water 
when the Haakon Jar! sank. The Kong 
Harald ‘remained several hours in the 
| vicinity of the wreck and then pro- 
‘ceeded for Trondhjem, The sea was 
calm at the time of the collision. Mrs. 
Bordewick was on a pleasure tour. 

The Haakon Jarl, an old boat of 600 
tons, left Bodo at 9 o’clock Monday 
evening, bound northward with a full 
passenger list. Half way across the 
Vestfjord, while going slow owing to 
the dense fog, the steamer was rammed 
Pon the starboard side by the Kong 
Harald, a. vessel’ of 865 tons, 
bound south and also crowded with 
passengers. 

Boats Are Lowered. 

The boats of each vessel were low- 
ered, filled with passengers, but some 
of the more excited jumped overboard. 
Some of these swam to the Kong Har- 
‘ald, but others perished. When the 
Kong Harald reversed her engines and

/about the terrace upon which stood the

Friends Congratulate Him. 

After the speeches the friends of 
the candidate wound through his home, 
| grasped his hand and gave him per- 
sonal assurance of their good wishes. 

The addresses of congratulation and 
welcome to Gen. Dawes were made by 
Dr. Scott, president of Northwestern 
university, | Mr. Patten and John ©. 
Shaffer, a newspaper publisher. Their 
words brought repeated applause from 
the crowd.

3 Drowned in 
Quarry Pool 


The bodies of two women are thought 
to be floating inside a Ford sedan auto- 
mobile which pitched headlong into a 
deserted quarry about two miles south 
of Elmhurst early last evening. 

A third body—that of William A. 
Barr, 5463 Ingleside avenue—was re- 
covered shortly after midnight by 
Sheriff John Hestermann of Du Page 
county and two of his deputies. They 
were still searching for the other two. 

At the Ingleside avenue address it 
was learned that Barr, his wife, and 
Mrs. Emma Mack, a widow, all of 
whom lived in the same apartment, 
had left in a Ford sedan for Maywood 
Monday afternoon. 

They had intended visiting Mrs. 
Barr’s mother there. Then they 
planned to gq to Joliet and Peoria, 
returning last night. It is thought 
that they were making the trip home 
when the accident occurred. 

Alarm Is Given. 

There is a possibility that one of 
the two women was not In the car on 
the return trip. At 7:30 last evening 
Chief Henry A. Wolf of the Elmhurst 
police received a frantic telephone call. 

“A flivver with a man and a woman 
in it just pitched into the quarry near 
Roosevelt and York roads,” said the 
voice. Then the man hung up before 
the chief could learn his name. 

The deserted quarry,filled with water 
to a depth of fifty feet in some spots, 
has been known of late as a place 
where unscrupulous motorists dump 
their automobiles and then, claiming 
the cars have been stolen, try to col- 
lect the theft insurance. It is also a 
favorite swimming hole for boys of 
that township. 

Articles Float to Surface. 

Chief Wolf induced some of the boys 
to look for bodies. They could see the 
automobile resting on a ledge of rock 
rine feet below the surface. The doors 
were closed, but just before dusk the 
boys were able to. break;one of the 
windows. Some artiéles of clothing 
and a few papers floated to the surface. 

The clothing included a woman's 
coat and hat.. In addition, there were 
two bank books—one containing the 
name of Dorothy Barr, the other that 
of William A. Barr. An electric light 
bill of recent date. made out to Mrs. 
Mack, and a powder puff were also re- 
covered.

Clerk Gives Description. 

The man with him when he. pur: 
chased the hat may have been Pau! 
Wade, another prisoner, from the de 
scription furnished by Harry Kohl, 
6317 Cottage Grove avenue, the clerk 
who waited upon the man believed to 
be Watson. 

In addition to recovering the sixty 
two mail sacks and what the bandits 
left untouched, the police took three 
people into custody near Joliet. Je 
seph Norton, his wife, and his brother 
Frank were seized at a’ roadhouse 
owned by. Joseph Norten 
the automobile was abandoned. The 
reasun advanced for their detention 
was that Jo#@ph Norton had been ar- 
rested before in other mail robbery in- 
vestizations.

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Jungle Deaths Take 8 of 
Scientific Party

COLON, Panama, 
Marsh expedition arrived here today 
from the upper headwaters of the 
Chucunaque river with three “ white” 
Indians, apparently of palecthic type 
whom Prof. Marsh says differ from the 
Albino type so familiar to Isthnilans. 

The expedition was worn out after 
two weeks of battering its way to 
Panama’s San Blas coast from the 
Chucunaque river, following a fierce 


battle with several hundred Indians 


who had never seen & white man, but 
whose folklore tells of hardships suf- 
fered during past centuries with the 
legions of Spain. The personne! of 
the expedition dwindled from eleven 
to three men through death and dis- 
ease during the ten weeks’ journey 
across Panama’s unknown jungles. 
Hundreds of Them. 
“ After scouring the entire Chucuna- 


| que river lands, I found at its head- 


water, twenty-five miles from _ the 
Atlantic coast, latitude $ and longitude 
78, a tribe of hundreds of white Indians 
of a decided Nordic type,” Prof. Marsh 
said. “I believe that they are abori- 
gines evolving into a white race and 
that during the course of ages the 
entire 40,000 Isthmian Indians will de- 
velop into a. white species.” 

Prof. Marsh shortly will take the 
three Indians to the United States for 
scientific examination by the Smith- 
sonian institution. ‘The three Indians 
are of normal height and bufld and 
have smooth glossy light flaxen hair, 
bluish green eyes ang white skin. The 
men’s bodies are covered with downy 
white hair an inch long.

GREAT BRITAIN AND 
MEXICO. 


: If Mexico is to be recognized as. having Sov 
ereignty it has the right to object to the acts or the 
character of the representative of another nation 
on its soil. The United States has recognized the 
Obregon government. Great Britain has not. H. 
A. C. Cummins, the British consular agent in 
Mexico City, was declared unacceptable by the 
Mexican government and ordered’ out of the coun- 
try. He refused to go, remained in the British 
legation and the Mexican police refrained from 
forcing an entrance. : 

Mexico says that the consular agent has abused 


ij bis residence and his position ih the country and 


that he has misrepresented conditions and oc 
currences. Mr. Cummins is described as a man 
with peculiarities of temperament, meaning prob- 
ably that he can be hot headed. He probably 
was hot headed when he received reports of Mrs. 
Rosalie Evans, the American wicow of a British 
subject and ranch owner, defending her property 
with a small body guard against the continued 
raids of agrarian communists. She and her em- 
ployés have been in danger of their lives for 
months and the fine estate, acquired under the 
laws of Mexico and developed by the work of her 
husband and herself is still, so far as we know, 
sought by armed hundreds who want to divide it 
up and run off with the stock. 

Mr. Cummins may have been peppery over this 
and possibly other cases. He may have’ thought 
that Mrs. Evans was entitled to the protection of 
the Mexican government and that the British gov- 
ernment should see that she got it. He may not 
have wanted the rule which has been applied so 
frequently to American citizens and occasionally 
to Chinese carried over to the British subjects. 

Mexico has the right to say he is an objection- 
able person, but that right presupposes a condi- 
tion which Mexico Goes not demonstrate. That is 
that the government is competent and responsible 
and that it acknowledges its duties to law abiding 
citizens of other nations who, within its own laws, 
have residence, occupations and propertigs in 
Mexico. = am 
Mexico ifs treated with a pecullar indulgence. 
The British probably find the situation delicate. It 
is. If unopposed Mexican lawlessness endangered 
British subjects the normal way would be to pro- 
tect them with some cruisers and a landing party 
of sailors and marines, but that is offensive to the 
United States. We do not want foreign guns in 
the ports of this continent, which puts a responsi- 
bility on America, and we do not seem to know 
what te do about it. 

We trust to Mexico to develop a competence and 
willingness to conform to rules of international 
conduct. It is a trust which has moments of 
optimism but not many. It is a better period now 
than it was several years ago, but a situation which 
might result in the Mexicans charging the British 
legation to capture a British official is not very

THE MUSSOLINI PERIOD. 


Such a dictatorship as Mussolini’s In Italy may 
be a successful expediency but it lacks stability. 
It depends on force which may dissolve or upon 
the popularity and effectiveness of the man. Pop- 
ularity is evanescent in its nature. Effectiveness 
depends on the particular set of conditions at any 
given time. ; 

At this writing Mussolini's position is uncertain 
and Italy seems about to return to its constitu- 
tion.1 forms with the king in his proper place in 
the procedure by which the cabinet is chosen and 
with parliament back in its functions. Tomorrow, 
the next day or the immediate future may not 
verify this prospect but Italy’s government cannot 
long remain of the Mussolini character because it 
is not derived from a source which can sustain 
modern government. ; | 

Dictatorships which survive the life of the dic 
tator because of his extraordinary personality 
have no succession. A nation under a Mussolini 
may be getting by a period of weakness or meeting‘ 
a danger with an expedient but it is not on its feet. 

Mussolini represented national enthusiasm when 
the Reds were pasting the creed of anarchy on 
the town walls and seizing factories for a practical 
working of communism. The government seem- 
ingly was incapable of meeting the overturning 
forces and had too ttle confidence in the people 
themselves to rally them in their own defense. 
Mussolini did that and the people themselves as- 
serted that they did not want a communistic gov- 
ernment. They successfully stopped its progress 
and Italy instead of sinking into the miseries for 
which it was headed was steadied on its feet. 

Mussolini virtually discarded the government 
which ‘had failed in the crisis and made himself 
superior to most of its processes. King and parlia- 
ment existed only as passive factors of govern- 
ment when they were factors at all, Nations do 
not continue long with these expedients even when 
they have served good national purposes.

E have*learned a great deal 
about diabetes in the last few 
: years. These are among the 
newly acquired facts: 
1. There are several kinds of diabetes, 
or, rather, there are several conditions - 


which cause congiderable quantities of

2. Ordinary r 
all of the sugar which 
the blood is beyond the sugar tolerance 

of the individual in question. 

’. The sugar ini the system is mostly 
burned into carbonic acid ys thrown 
off by the lungs. 

4. Some sugar is thrown off by the 
kidneys normally. 

5. If the amount in the system its be- 
yond the power of the system to burn, 
an excess accumulates in the blood, 
whereupon the amount thrown into the 
urine becomes considerable enough to 
show on ordinary urine tests for sugar. 

6. Sugar in the blood is derived prin- 
cipally from the food. Of the fats eaten 
10 per cent can go to form sugar. Of 
the proteids (ean meats and eggs, for 
example), 58 per cent of the carbohy- 
drates, 100 per cent can be so used. 

7. Excess’ sugar stored in the liver 
and muscles, as glycogen, may be turned 
back into the blood as sugar. 

8. When the blood sugar is low, exer- 
cising, trembling, and shaking will tem- 
porarily incréase ‘it.

New York, June 17.—Alleging un- 
fair discrimination against Marry 
Kaskey of Chicago, a member of the 
American Olympic ice skating team, 
recently disqualified from amateur 
circles following charges of profession- 
alisrn preferred against him by offi.

K. Savage, president of the I. S. U., 
admitted today. 

Kaskey, together with Joe Moore of 
New York, Duke Donovan of Johnson 
City, N. Y., and William Steinmetz of 
Chicago, were brought up on charges of 
demanding excessive expense moneys 
from skating officials at St. John, N. Bi 
and Lake -Placid, but the charges 
against the latter three were dismissed. 

Henry Uihlein, of Lake Placid, vice 
president of the I. S. U., filed a sepa- 
rate affidavit against Kaskey, alleging 
that the Chicago skater demanded a 
loan of $250 at: Lake Placid, threaten- 
ing to withdraw from competition in 
the outdoor international champion- 
ships, which he had entered, unless 
such a loan was forthcoming. 

The loan was refused and Kaskey 
skated, but hi saction aroused the Lake 
Placid officials to such an extent that 
they preferred charges of professional- 
ism against him.

LITTLE HOPE OF | 
U, S,-RUSS TRADE 


BY SCRUTATOR. 

With the fiscal year closing with An- 
creased rts and diminished io- 
mestic activity, it would seem that the 
school who have proclaimed ever since 
the war that the United States cannot 
be prosperous until Europe is “re- 
stored’ have something to explain. 

Of course their reply is right at hand. 
The increased foreign trade, which has 
accompanied our declininy home busi- | 
ness, has been mainly in the-expurt 


of manufactures, while the export of 


food and raw stuffs has fallen off. 
> ‘ 

But that answer also indicates that 
their desire is to turn the clock back, 
to halt the evolution of American indus- 
tries and to keep us as far as possible 
in the stage in which we were producing 
raw materials for Europe's industries. 

Things do not work that way. We ghall 
not go back.

Tt can’t be blamed on the war. The 
profess had reached an advanced stage 
w. the war began. Our exports of 
foe® stuffs were falling then. The war 
did indeed reverse natural processes for 
a time by bringing about a tremendous 
expansion of agriculture, that has been 
an over expansion ever since. 

The same school who favor our exten- 
sive participation in efforts to restore 
Europe to a pre-war basis call atten- 
tion to this when they are confronted 
with the query as to the effect on Amer- 
fean farmers of Russian rehabilitation. 
They say that before the war, when 
Russia was our competitor tn Europe, 
we were y getting out of the mar- 
ket, and ng to export food on the 
former scale, . 

This is brought out by Harold G. Moul- 

ton and Leo Pasvolsky in thefr study 
of Russian debts and reconstruction. The 
book is issued under the auspices «f the 
Institute of Economics, which previously 
Geclared that Germany could not pay 
its debts. It makes out a convincing 
case as to Russia. 
. It appears that Russia was in financial 
straits before the war. To even begin 
to climb back to a pre war standard, 
and that was the lowest per capita in- 
come of any white people, Russia must 
export great quantities of raw stuffs and 
import all sorts of goods. 

To begin doing that a new loan will 
be necessary, and that loan together 
with the imports that will be absolutely 
necessary will take up about all Rus- 
sia can pay for years and years. Very 
little indeed can be paid on the back 
debts. But for Russia to get the new 
loan something must be done about the 
old ones, 

The two economists conclude that the

hope only after some sort of general) 
European settlement has been arranged. 
That brings in BEurope’s debts to us, 
Russia is only one link in the chain.
